IjThe mission may have been an outgrowth of in- 
terservice rivalry: the navy, in this instance, 
seeking to win credit by carrying out a mission 
against the North. The assortment of equipment 
the North Koreans claim to have found on the boat 
also suggests that the boats may have been on an 
armed harassment mission /J 


[rhe incident came at a particularly good time 


for Pyongyang, now at the height of a propaganda 
campaign against the US and South Korea coinciding 
with the anniversary of the start of the Korean war.
